New York, Nov. 22.—Tho Identity of 
{Senator Depew’s “ rantankerous friend 
from up the river” 
was disclosed iii 
the session of the state legislative in­ 
surance investigating committee dur­ 
ing the day by the testimony of John 
A. Nichols, a lawyer under retainer by 
the Equitable Life Insurance society. 
Mr. Nichols had written Senator De­ 
pew' a letter referring to an Individual 
In the above terms and this letter was 
read at the session of the committee 
Friday, when Senator Depew' was on 
the stand. 
The senator was unable to 
recall w’ho was meant by the “rantan­ 
kerous friend,” Hut during the day Mr. 
Nichols disclosed a series of payments 
to \\\ S. Manning of Albany, a former 
actuary who had been connected with 
the investigation 
of insurance com­ 
panies in 1*77. 
Mr. Hughes inquired 
as to a report that Manning had been 
in possession of the information that 
was suppressed during this investiga­ 
tion and that would have been detri­ 
mental to the Equitable. 
Mr. Nichols 
could not recall the suppression of in­ 
formation but he detailed the payment 
of sums of money over a considerable 
,»er I od to Manning as an inducement to 
give up 
his business as 
actuary, in 
which capacity he believed Manning 
was a menace to the Equitable Life. 


For Taking Care of Manning. 
Mr. Nichols said he was paid a re­ 
tainer from the Mutual and the New 
York Life for the same duties, that of 
“ taking 
tare 
of Manning,” 
as 
Mr. 
Hughes characterized it. 
lie added that the payments by the 
Equitable for Manning wfere made to 
Mr. Nichols on vouchers bearing false 
names 
which Mr. 
Nichols said 
was 
done to protect Manning. 
Aside from the disclosures made by 
Nichols on the witness stand, the fea­ 
ture of the clay was the appearance of 
United States Senator Thomas C. Platt, 
who did not hesitate to tell of the con­ 
tributions of insurance 
companies to 
state campaigns. 
The Equitable, the 
Mutual and the New' York Life were 
the 
only insurance 
companies 
that 
made such contributions. 
The Equit­ 
able contributed regularly $10,000 to 
state campaigns, the Mutual Life the 
same sum frequently 
and the New 
York Life a sum not as large and only 
occasionally. 
These moneys were al­ 
ways 
delivered 
in cash to 
Senator 
P la tt’s 
office by 
messenger and 
he 
turned them over 
to the state com­ 
mittee. 
The senator said he was ex­ 
p elled 
to- influence 
the legislature 
when any 
legislation appeared 
that 
was h o s tile to the companies. 
Senator 
Platt said he believed 
he had asked 
President R. A. McCurdy of the Mutual 
I.ife for a contribution when the needs 
wrere very great, 
lie had, however, 
never been asked to use his influence 
on any measure before the legislature, 
nor had 
he ever done so. 
He 
knew' 
nothing about contributions to the na­ 
tional committee. 


Mr. Tarbell Testifies. 


Cage E. Tarbell, second vice presi­ 
dent of the Equitable Life, was also a 
witness again during 
the day. 
His 
testimony Friday was interrupted by 
the adjournment, and during the day 
he continued his explanation of the 
agency system of wT.ich lie had charge 
and the manner of arriving at the com­ 
missions. 
He detailed the efforts of 
the insurance commissioners and his 
own efforts to reduce The cost of get­ 
ting new business. 
During his testi­ 
mony Mr. Tarbell made a very exten­ 
sive description of the good the insur­ 
ance companies had done and the dif­ 
ficulties under which the work is car­ 
ried on. 
One part 
of his testimony 
caused much amusement to the com­ 
mittee 
as well as to the 
spectators, 
when 
he described a fight 
with the 
New 
York Life 
over the 
taking of 
agents. 
In this statement Mr. Tarbell 
told how he had won over a general 
agent and 200 sub-agents of the New 
York Life in this titv without tin* cost 
to the Equitable of so much as one dol­ 
lar. 
The only inducement offered was 
that the agents could make more on a 
commission basis than under the salary 
of the New York Life. 
Mr. Tarbell de­ 
tailed this deal with the agents in its 
various steps and said that he closed 
the deal on a Sunday. 
He thought it 
w as a good job and it was done on a 
good day.

Mr. T a rbell’s testimony was inter­ 
rupted again during the afternoon ses­ 
sion and Assemblyman James K. Ap­ 
gar of Westchester was called.

Mr. Apgar knew absolutely nothing 
about the money nor did he know how 
his card came to be 
used for such a 
purpose, nor ha I he ever heard of any 
money being paid by the Equitable or 
anyone 
else. 
He 
knew Fields 
but 
never knew of his receiving money for 
political 
purposes. 
Fields 
was 
po­ 
litically a d ive in Westchester, where 
h* also lived, Mr. Apgar said, and gen­ 


erally elected 
anyone he 
set out to 
elect. 
Mr. Apgar had talked with Fields at 
Albany while a member of the insur­ 
ance commission 
but never 
on any 
molters 
In the 
legislature to 
which 
Fields 
was 
opposed. 
He 
had 
also 
called on Fields socially In the house 
maintained by Fields. 
Mr. Apgar said 
his relations were 
somewhat 
strained with 
Thomas D. 
Hasted and as he was dead he asked 
to be excused from entering into any 
extended explanation of the matter. 
It was expected that the testimony 
of George Ll. Squire, former field m an­ 
ager for the Equitable, would be read 
for the information of the committee, 
but Mr. Hughes explained that the sub­ 
committee had not completed the ex­ 
amination of Mr. 
Squire, because it 
had to be taken in parts, Mr. Squire 
being too feeble to stand any lengthy 
conversation.
